recognized alcoholic beverages server training program. 

A licensee under this section shall purchase all alcoholic beverages for resale from a wholesaler licensed 

pursuant to Section 18  

The commission, after notice to the licensee and reasonable opportunity to be heard, may modify, suspend, 
revoke or cancel the license upon satisfactory proof that the licensee violated or permitted a violation of a 
condition of the license or of any law of the commonwealth or regulation of the commission. The decision of 
the commission shall be final and conclusive. 
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
